COMPLETE  SPECIFICATION. 


An  Improved  Medical  Embrocation. 

*We  Alfred  Peters,  Traveller  of  T5  New  Road  East,  Copiior,  Portsmoutli  in 
tlie  County  of  Hants,  and  Albert  Richard  Waterhouse,  Law  Writer  of  40 
London  Street  Briglitoii  in  tire  County  of  Sussex  do  hereby  declare  the  nature 
of  this  invention  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  he  performed  to  he  parti- 
cnlarly  described  and  ascertained  in  and  by  the  following  statement :  — 

This  invention  relates  to  an  improved  embrocation  applicable  for  use  in  the 
healing  of  diseases  or  complaints  common  to  humanity,  such  as  rheumatism, 
gout,  cramp,  lumbago,  sciatica,  strains,  sprains,  bruises,  stiffness  and  soreness  of 
limbs,  sore  throats,  neuralgia,  headaches,  colds  on  the  chest  and  like  complaints. 
10  The  said  embrocation  is  composed  of  the  following  ingredients  in  or  about 
the  proportions  stated  viz  :  — 

Half  a  pint  of  pure  methylated  spirit. 

Half  a  pint  of  best  turpentine. 

Half  a  pint  of  diluted  acetic  acid  (this  is  so  diluted  when  supplied  by  chemists) 
1  5  Three  ounces  of  camphor,  and  the  yolks  of  two  good  eggs. 

These  ingredients  are  mixed  and  well  shaken  together  and  afterwards  should 
stand  for  a  period  of  three  weeks,  or  thereabouts,  before  using. 

In  applying  the  embrocation  the  diseased  part  is  first  bathed  with  hot  water 
and  the  embrocation  is  then  rubbed  vigorously  over  the  said  part  for  about  ten 
20  minutes. 

This  improved  embrocation  does  not  blister,  or  in  any  way  injure,  the  skin 
of  the  patient. 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  our  said 
invention  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed  we  declare  that  what 
25  we  claim  is  :  — 

(1)  The  improved  medical  embrocation  composed  of  the  following  ingredients 
mixed  together  in  or  about  the  proportions  stated,  viz: — Half  a  pint  of  pure 
methylated  spirit,  half  a  ])int  of  best  turpentine,  half  a  pint  of  diluted  acetic 
^  acid,  three  ounces  of  camphor,  and  the  yolks  of  two  good  eggs.
